Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
has approved the purchase of 2 


Buses” in 2013 - the next step in the 
process of setting up a public transit 
system in Bradford. 

On September 17, Council approved 
an expenditure of $275,000 in 2013, 
for the purchase from Creative 
Carriage Ltd. - and a purchase of a 3rd 
Community Bus from the company in 
2014, at a further cost of $137,500. 

“I'm excited about these buses. I 
think they’ll do our Town good service 
- wheelchair accessible,” said Deputy 
Mayor Rob Keffer. 

It will take about 15 weeks to deliver 
the first two buses, noted Town 
Manager Jay Currier. He explained 
that an Evaluation Team "spent 
quite a bit of time developing the 
specifications of the buses,” to choose 
a vehicle that is “suitable for Bradford 
West Gwillimbury.” 

He was asked by Mayor Doug White 
to outline the next steps, “before we go 
live” with a transit system.

Currier said that the Operator of the 
system will need to have the buses for 
about a month after delivery, to test 
the bus routes and prepare the buses 
for use. “They won’t immediately go 
into active service." 

And while all that is happening, the 
Town needs to construct bus stop 
concrete pads, choose the hardware 
and software needed to operate the 
fare system, and install bus stop signs 
and shelters. 

The cost may not be as high as 
initially thought. While the tender for 
the construction of the concrete pads 
will be closing shortly, the Town has 
received a number of “surplus” bus 


stop signs from the City of Barrie, at 
no cost - and the bus shelters will be 
paid for by the sign company that will 
receive the revenues from bus shelter 
advertising. 

Councillor Raj Sandhu asked Currier 
when transit service will begin, all 
things considered. 

“Probably February - March,” the 
Town Manager replied. 

Funding for the buses will come 
from internal sources, including the 
net tax levy of $200,000 approved in 
2013. A report suggests that the bus 
acquisition costs "will be fully funded 
in 3 to 4 years,” without the need for 
any external borrowing. 


0MB approves Hermanns settlement 


The Hermanns Realco Inc. rezoning 
application for a 32.25 hectare 
property at 1760 County Rd. 27 
has been approved by the Ontario 
Municipal Board - but only after a 
settlement was worked out between 
the applicant and the Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, that 
scaled back the industrial aspects of 
the proposal. 

Hermanns Realco had asked for 
a rezoning from Agricultural to 
Agricultural Exception-Holding, to 
permit the operation of a Landscape 
Contracting business, growing of 
nursery stock, outdoor storage, 
and soil manufacturing - leading 
to objections from neighbouring 
landowners and concerns about loss 
of agricultural land. 

The setdement ensures that at least 
28.2 hectares of the property will 
be used for growing nursery stock, 


and sets the maximum floor area of 
new buildings (excluding storage of 
agricultural/horticultural products 
and contracting equipment) at 1,097 
sq. m. - and the maximum number of 
parking spaces at 40. 

More critically, the maximum area 
for “soil manufacturing” is only 0.4 
ha - and the OMB decision clearly 
states, “Soil manufacturing for retail, 
wholesale and/or use off-site is 
prohibited.” Any soil “manufactured” 
must be used to support the on-site 
horticultural growing operation. 

The decision of OMB Chair Sylvia 
Sutherland also states that the 
residents'group, "Gateway to Simcoe 
Community Association Inc.... must 
be meaningfully consulted during the 
preparation of any site plan approval 
on the proposed site” - which 
includes notification of plans, and an 
opportunity to comment.

We’ve been thinking. 

We think it would be a mistake for 
local politicians to consider residents

Holland proposal ‘ridiculous’ 

To the editor: I was so shocked to see what the 
Ainley Group presented as a viable alternative 
for Bradford’s revitalization project, I just had 
to respond. 

The recent editorial of September 12,2013 
summarized, in my opinion, several key 
points regarding the Holland Street redesign. 

As a resident of Bradford for some 15 years, 
and prior to this, in Holland Landing, I have 
used Holland St. and its arteries in frustration 
and disappointment. Manoeuvring around 
the downtown for shopping and services has 
increasingly become dreadful - to the point 


of heading west to Hwy. 88, and south to 
Newmarket. 

I certainly hope there is not a perceived 
apathy, just because there was not a larger 
resident presence on that particular Tuesday. 
The Special Meeting of Council wasn’t 
sufficiently advertised, nor announced 
prominently, to give residents and merchants 
adequate time to mark this on their calendar. 

This meeting was important, and needs to 
perhaps have some "shock value” assigned 
for residents and merchants to become more 
involved. What is about to take place in the 
very near future is the complete restructuring 
of the main artery leading to the very heart of 
Bradford - downtown, the focus of business 
and the original community. 

I am sure that the remaining downtown 
shops, which are more boutique and sole- 
proprietor type businesses, will either close 
up, die off or go bankrupt over the next 5 to 10 
years if the current plan is passed. There is no 
merit to the current re-design when the street 
is reduced to one lane east and one lane west, 
with expanded landscape foliage and seating. 

It may look very nice, but not from 6 to 8 
a.m. or 4 to 7 p.m. every day. Not to mention 
weekends, and let’s not forget winter and 
emergency vehicles - how do emergency 
vehicles get through one lane either way, 
when 2,3,4 cars are lined up for left turns 
and regular traffic flow is halted? How does 
an ambulance rush someone to hospital in 
Newmarket from mid-town or the centre of 
Town? And how many people are going to stop 
and sit down at 6-8 a.m. and 4-7 p.m. to watch 
traffic or look at store windows? 

Although the redesign does have several good 
suggestions, the reduction to one lane either 
way is just plain ridiculous. Merchants, wake 
up! Storefront parking will continue to be a 
nightmare, and residents will just “drive West” 
to avoid the frustration. Which they already 
have: witness several downtown shops who 
have closed and moved uptown.

was unveiled at St. Paul’s Cemetery, 
Coulson’s Hill in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, honouring the memory 
of William Fiegehen. 

William Fiegehen was bom in 
London, England, on December 7, 
1798. He was sent to defend the British 
Garrison on Drummond Island, at the 
start of the War of 1812. 

After the war, and the Treaty of 
Ghent, the British left Drummond 
Island and established a position 
at Penetanguishene, around 1828. 
While serving in Penetanguishene, 
Fiegehen married Mary Arm Caton, 
and had 6 children. At the same time, 
he completed “settlement duty" and 
received 200 acres of land on the 13th 
Concession of West Gwillimbury. 

William was later stationed in 
Quebec and Newfoundland, before 
returning to his 200 acres in West 
Gwillimbury. 

He passed 
away August 
2,1873, at 
the age of 
nearly 75. 

One hundred 
and forty 
years after 
his death, he 
received a 
plaque from 
a grateful 
nation. - by

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A tour of BWG’s Heritage Homes 



The first stop on the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Local History Association’s 
Heritage Home Tour was the oldest - one 
of the municipality’s few remaining mud 
brick homes. 

The Parker-Burbidge House on the 8th 
Line BWG was built circa 1830 by Thomas 
Parker, later a Reeve of West Gwillimbury 
- and a participant in the Rebellion of 
1837, but on the side of the Crown and 
Sir Frances Bond Head. Parker helped to 
arrest the Rebels, on the way to Toronto. 

The September 14th self-directed 
Tour welcomed visitors to the historic 
home, and to 5 other heritage houses 
in BWG. Volunteers and the current 
homeowners helped explain the history 
and architectural features of buildings 


that included The Hollows School House on 
10 Sideroad (built ca. 1888), the Rogers House 
on the 6th Line (ca. 1899) with its ornate 
“gingerbread” and cherrywood staircases; and 
the Mark Scanlon House, also known as The 
Pines, on Church St. 

Owner Dan Kuzmyk passed up a family trip, to 
welcome visitors to The Pines. "It’s been really, 
really cool to see people who have grown up in 
Bradford, and remember this house,” Kuzmyk 
said - people who remember 
some of its previous owners, 
including “the Egg Ladies,” 
famous for selling vegetables and 
fresh eggs. 

Stops on the Tour also included 
refreshments at the modem Orr 
home on the 4th Line (built ca. 
2006), and the Auld Kirk - the 
church established on the 6th 
Line by settlers returning from 
Lord Selkirk’s unsuccessful Red 
River Setdement, in 1823. The 
existing church was built in 1869. 
The Heritage Home Tour was 
a fundraiser for the renovation 
and restoration of the Auld Kirk. 
With 134 tickets sold, the Local 
History Association reports 
that enough was raised to instal 
eavestroughing and downspouts.

EDM Dance party 

At first glance, the Georgian Bay 
Steam Showgrounds in Cookstown 
seems an unlikely location for an 
Electronic Dance Music festival. 

The grounds are more often home to 
steam engines, classic cars and tractor 
pulls, than dance fans. 

But Colleen Swider, general manager 
of Electronic Park Music Festival, is 
enthusiastic. “It looks like a natural 
amphitheatre,” she says. “That was 
part of it - the outdoor setting, the 
natural area. It’s beautiful.” 

The huge stage and light show were 
set up in a natural “bowl” on the 
grounds, with the hill providing a 
vantage point, overlooking the action. 
From noon to midnight on September 
14, the EDM (Electronic Dance Music) 
Community came out to enjoy the 
beer tent, foam party, the butterfly 
girls and glitz, and DJs and bands that 
included Cazzette from Sweden, Mord 
Fustang (originally from Estonia), and 
stellar Canadian EDM performers. 
Stereo Bangers from Toronto, Black 
Tiger Sex Machine from Montreal, 
DVBBS (the duo of Alex Andre and 
brother Chris), Dzeko & Torres were 
among the Canadian performers. 

“We were heavily focussed on strong 
Canadian talent - 80% of our talent is 
Canadian,” Swider says. 

Joe Ghost, Toronto DJ and producer, 
was one of those performers. A former 
Hip Hop musician, he now does over 
200 EDM shows a year - six during 
the past week alone - all across North 
America. 

He loves the festival vibe, and has 
played 8 festivals so far this year, 
including Escapade in Ottawa, which 
attracted 10,000 EDM fans. 

He's impressed with the setting for 
Electronic Park. "The space is amazing 
for a festival,” Ghost says, talking about

the “community” of EDM. "The unity 
between everybody - everybody seems 
to get happy... Those are the best 
parties - everybody enjoying it. You’re 
there for the music and the DJ." 

If the setting seems a little unlikely, 
so do the organizers. Neither Swider 
nor Electronic Park president Karine 
Durieux fall into the usual electronic 
dance demographic. 

“That’s the really cool thing. Both 
Karine and I have kids old enough to 
appreciate the music,” Swider laughs. 
“We’re the 2 coolest moms in town - 
and we’re the ones throwing the party. 

"It’s the last EDM festival of the year, 
and we brought it to Cookstown... 
Antique to Electronic Dance Music. 
We’re looking forward to 2014.”

What it means when a school is in Lockdown 


your child is in danger. 

But “lockdown” is used to describe any type of 
alert at a school, and it’s not always as serious as 
it appears. There are 3 types of procedures used 
by the Simcoe County District School Board: 
Shelter in Place. Shelter in Place is used when 
there is an environmental or weather related 
situation - for example, a chemical spill outside 
the building, or a major storm. Activities will 
continue inside the school, but students and staff 
will not be allowed to leave the building. In some 
circumstances, the ventilation system may be cut 
off. 

Hold and Secure. A Hold and Secure is initiated 
when there is a situation taking place in the 
community that is not related to the school - like 
a bank robbery nearby. A Hold and Secure is 
usually initiated by police; activities continue 


inside the building, but all doors are locked and 
no-one is allowed to enter or exit the school. 
Lockdown. A lockdown is used when there is a 
major incident or threat of violence related to the 
school, and can be initiated by police or school 
staff. During a lockdown, students and staff will 
move to secure areas, away from windows and 
doors. Doors are locked, lights are shut off, and 
blinds are drawn. Students and staff are told to 
remain absolutely quiet. 

The schools practice lockdown drills at least 
twice a year - mostrecendy, on September 11. 

In the unlikely event of an actual lockdown 
situation, police ask that parents do NOT go to 
the school.

Basketball season, or to sign up as a 
volunteer coach.

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On September 8,4th 
generation bee-keepers Peter 
and Sandi Dickey took their art, 
and science, to a whole new 
level. 

The Dickeys have already 
expanded Dickey Bee’s product 
line, going beyond the original 
liquid and creamed honey, 
honey comb and bee pollen 
that are staples of the business, 
to add honey butter, barbecue 
sauces and vinaigrettes, and 
a line of health and beauty 
products. 

They have been active in 
promoting local food, and the 
Innisfil Farmers’ Market. 

On September 8, they went 
one step further - officially 
opening the 4000 sq. ft. Dickey 
Bee Honey House on the 3rd 
Line of Innisfil, a modem 
production facility that brings 
all of their operations under 
one roof, and is also a Museum 
and Education Centre. 

One of the goals of the 
Dickeys is to educate visitors, 
including the school children 
who will be touring the site, 
on the importance of bees as 
pollinators, and the serious 


Sandi. Average bee mortality in 
Ontario in 2013 was 43%. 

Part of that was due to 
disease, and mites - but the 
key factor appears to be the 
proliferation of neo-nicotinoid 
pesticides. 

An inexpensive way to reduce 
crop losses is to pre-treat corn 
and bean seed with a neo- 
nicotinoid talc - but when 
the seeds are planted, the 
talc becomes airborne, with a 
disastrous impact on the bees, 
and potentially, on Ontario’s 
crops. It is estimated that bees 
pollinate $170 million in crops 
in Ontario each year. 

Usually, a beekeeper can 
expect to double his hives, over 
the course of the year. But in 
2013, it was a struggle just to 
maintain the numbers - and 
some beekeepers “were just 
wiped out,” Sandi said, noting 
that neo-nicotinoids have been 
banned in Europe for the past 
5 years but are still allowed 
in Ontario - and warning, "If 
we don’t have honey bees, we 
don't have food.” 

Another warning: with the 
honey yields “way down” this 
year, due to bee losses, "the 
prices of honey will definitely 
have to go up.” 


As part of the Grand Opening, 
the Dickeys provided tours 
of the new building, from the 
extraction room where the 
honey and wax are extracted 
from the combs, to the hot 
room, cold room, storage, 
retail store and museum, and 
the new classroom - all of it 
environmentally-friendly. 

The building is heated and 
cooled by a geothermal system, 
the “lux" lighting is energy 
efficient, the paint on the walls 
is food-grade - and everything 
that can be reused is reused. 

In the shop, a huge vat holds 
liquid honey - and shoppers 
are encouraged to bring in and 
refill their own containers. 

The Dickeys have achieved 
another milestone. They 
are now registered with and 
certified by CFIA. "We’ve just 
set the standard this high,” said 
Sandi. “We've got some pretty 
tough rules to follow.” 

Dickey Bee Honey has won 
numerous awards for its 
products, as well as the 2013 
South Simcoe Agricultural 
Award and Quality Award, 
presented by Nottawasaga 
Futures.

31 Frederick St. for anyone who, 
over the years, has been involved 
in the Centre - as a participant, a 
leader, staff or supporter.
